G.S.R. 939.-~In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Central Drugs Laboratory, Calcutta, in the Directorate General of 
Health Services, (Class T and Clas 6 II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1970 namely: — 

1. Short title and Commencement. — These rules may be called the Central Drugs 
Laboratory, Calcutta in the Directorate General of Health Services (Class I and 
Class II Posts) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1971. They shall come Into 
force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Central Drugs Lehoiatory, Calcutta in the Directorate General of 
Health Services, (Class I and Class II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1970 for rule 5, 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“5. Disqualifications . — No person: 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to the posts- 

Provided that, the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are c^her grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. ’
